He sper: an hour pro- 
claiming the virtues of the,extermination 
of the Jews, expressing conidence that the 
world would one day than« F Hitler for his 
benefaction. 

Then, he announced tha: once the Jews 
were done away. with, the oles would be 
the next to go because “the’y are obviously 
an inferior race.” (I put that in quotation 
marks because even afterall these years 
I can testify that that is exactly what he 
said.) He went on to other !:xterminations 
that would follow once the Poles were

eliminated from the human gene pool. 


| Now if the Germans were telling this © 
to American POWs, surely the Poles must 


have gotten wind of it. I think I can guess 
accurately that this is common knowledge 
today in Poland that they too wére sched- 
uled for Holocaust. 

The conclusion I come to is that the Poles 
are entitled to a piece of Auschwitz, and 
that the Jews are overreaching in claiming 
exclusive rights to it. I don't think this 
makes me anti-Semitic because most of 
the motivation I had for deciding to be a 
priest came from reflection on the horror 


of what that man had said. 
I am still horrified and will be to the end 
of my life.
